as it was raining, {yor location see Annex). Nine twining in e 
aircraft were parked on the southwest edge of the field,, There 
was no firm, runway . The interior of tho hangars could not ho 
seen as visibility was had. No .Vi. gun emplacements or radio 
stations were recognized. 


2, Disassembled army huts, a concrete mixer and a crane were on a 
construction sit© east of the field. Ten fenced-in v/indowless 
cantonment buildings were north of the field. The buildings 
were spotlighted at night, 

3o There was heavy motor vehicle tra ffic betwee n the cantonment 

and the construction siteo Truck was seen, goldiei’s 25X1 C 

wearing red and blue epaulets were seen in Finsterwal&e. Offi- 
cers wore blue-bordered 9 golden and blue-bordered silver epau- 
lets.

a. The data on the field, as reproduced on the attached sketch,, 
essentially agree with previous information, 

b. jt is assumed that two bomber regiments of the 3©lst Bmr Div 
are stationed at the field, riost of the aircraft assigned to the 
regiment were apparently parked in the hangars as only a few 
planes were seen at the field at all observations, 

c. construction work was confirmed by other sources. The con- 
struction of a concrete runway is possibly planned.
